The lnterview Summary is believed to accurately reflect what was discussed and 
agreed to during the Interview. 

Reconsideration of the rejection of Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 10, 12, 15, 16 and 18 under 35 
U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by Klintenstedt et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,710,160), and 
the rejection of Claims 6, 9, 11, 14, and 17 under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Klintenstedt et al. in view of Steinacker et al. (U.S. Patent No. 2,828,069) is hereby 
requested. As stated in the Interview Summary, "[T]he discussed amendments appear to 
overcome the prior art". Independent Claims 1,15 and 16 have been amended as proposed. 
Therefore, Claims 1,15, and 16 are considered to have overcome the above rejections and are 
in condition for allowance, and such is respectfully requested. 

New Claim 19 has been added to further define the location of the collar portion of 
Claim 16. No new matter has been added. 

Claims 2, 3, 5-12, 14-15, 18 and 19 depend from one of Claims 1, 15 and 16. These 
dependent claims are considered to be in condition for allowance for the same reasons as their 
respective independent claims and for their own limitations as well, as such is respectfiiUy 
requested. 

In view of the above. Claims 1-3, 5-12 and 14-19 and the application are considered to 
be in condition for allowance and such is respectfully requested.
